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By IfOuiaA. Cohen, in Silent Worker. 
Have long desired to write some- 
thing concerning the latest accession 
to the ranks of the workers among 
the deaf— Dr. Harnett A. Klzas, 
Minister of the Hebrew Congregation 
of the Deaf of New York. I should 
like your readers, and especial- 
ly the Hebrew deaf, many of whom 
are already acquainted with him, to 
know something about the man who 
has made a noble sacrific in devot- 
ing his time to the cause of the eleva- 
tion of our deaf physically, intel- 
lectually and spiritually. 

When he accepted the call to be 
the Minister of the Hebrew Congre- 
gation of the Deaf — a unique position 
— the work was entirely new to him. 
It is worthy of note, however, that 
his father-in-law, the Rev. Isaac 
Samuel, a well-known Minister of 
London, England, was one of the 
founders of the Jews' Deaf and Dumb 
Home, whose Hon. -Secretary he has 
been continuously for the past forty- 
nine years — probably a unique re- 
cord of service in his line. It is 
doubtless due to this fact thst the 
work among the deaf appealed to him 
when, in the Summer of 1910, he 
came to New York from Charleston, 
S C. , where he officiated as Rabbi for 
seventeen years, and where he also 
practiced as a physician. 

The task he undertook was a diffi- 
cult one, but he cheerfully deter- 
mined to do his best to lift the bur 
den of the "silent people" of Israel 
Who, religiously at least, had been 
almost entirely neglected. And 
right well has he succeeded. In the 
short space of a little over a year, 
with the aid of a special tutor who 
was placed at his disposal, he hns 
gradually overcome the difficulties 
of the sign-language, a task in which 
few would have succeeded. Start- 
ing by interpreting the service 
only— his sermons being interpreted 
for him by several members of the 
Congregation who volunteered to 
perform this service in turn, Dr. 
Klzas now does his own preaching, 
speaking with a force that often as- 
tonishes his congregation. He is a 
living example of what perseverance, 
when combined with patience and 
courage, can accomplish. 

His social work among the deaf, 
too, has been untiring. He has 
found work for many an unemploy- 
ed deaf-mate, * difficult task as those 
who have attempted this can testify. 
He has in addition officiated at wed- 
dings and funerals — a recent wed 
ding at Temple liraanu-el creating 
widespread comment — and has as- 
sisted the sick and needy in his 
judgment those worthy of assistance. 
Needless to say, the Hebrew Con- 
gregation of the Deaf feels itself 
fortunate in having him as its guide 
Our most ardent wish is that the 
work among the deaf will spread and 
that all the deaf in Greater New 
York may soon unite with us. 

It must not be forgotten that work 
among the Jewish deaf is of recent 
origin, being less than five years old. 
Aa the pioneer of this noble en- 
deavor, the name of Dr. H. Pereira 
Mendes, Minister of the Shearith 
Israel Congregation, will ever be 
held in grateful remembrance by the 
deaf of this city. 

Our Congregation is still strug- 
gling. Through the initiative of Mr. 
George Rosenfeld of this city, who 
has devoted his best efforts for the 
cause of the deaf for many years, 
the New York Jewish Committee of 
the Deaf was brought into existence. 
This Committee, composed of re- 
presentative hearing men among the 
Jews, hss taken upon itself the care 
of our Jewish deaf* and also hopes to 
maintain the Congregation. Through 
the efforts of Dr. Klzas, the scope of 
the Committee is being constantly 
widened. 

The self-sacrifice of Dr. Klzas in 
his work is becoming generally re- 
cognised among the deaf. His wide 
experience, acquired in the course 
of his long ministry, is rapidly mak- 
ing its influence felt, and his well- 
established reputation will surely 
advance the cause of work among 
the deaf generally. Dr. Klzas has 
been making a careful study of the 
literature of deaf-mutism in several 
languages and will soon publish the 
results of his researches and observa- 
tions. His medical knowledge and 
scientific training are a guarantee 
that what he hss to say will be worth 
reading and listening to. 



The following extract from his 
biography published iu " Men of 
Mark in South California," will be 
of interest to your readers : 

Klzas Barnett, Abraham, scholar, 
critic, editor, historian, and rabbi, 
was born at Kydlkuhnen, Germany, 
December 7, 1867 He is the son of 
Abraham and Hinda I.ewinthal 
Klzas. His father was a clergyman 
and author, a minister of the Jewish 
congregation and master of the 
Hebrew school at Leeds, Kngland. 

The early life of Barnett A.. Klzas 
was passed in Kngland; he enjoyed 
the best of health; in youth he deve- 
loped a taste for the study of na- 
tural science and history; he was an 
omniverous reader, his reading In- 
cluding the Bible, Shakespeare, Mac- 
aulay's works, the latter being cul- 
tivated for English style. Schooling, 
was his for the taking. He was edu- 
cated for the Jewish ministry at 
Jews' college, London, of which he 
is an "Associate." He held several, 
scholarships while a student in that 
institution. His secular education he 
received at University College, 
Loudon, where he was the "Hollier 
Scholar," in 1886. He is a first B A. 
of the University of London. * * 
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From London Mr. Klzas went to 
Toronto, Canada, to take charge of a 
synagogue. While iu Toronto he 
studied Semitic language under 
Professor McCurdy, and graduated 
with first class honors from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto iu 1893. From 
the South Carolina college he re- 
ceived, in 1905, the honorary degree 
of LL.D In Charleston, South 
Carolina, he studied medicine and 
pharmacy at the Medical College, re- 
ceiving the degree of M.D. and 
Phar. G. in 1900 and 1901 respec- 
tively. 

Dr. Klzas is by profession a rabbi. 
His first charge was the " Holy 
Blossom" congregation at Toronto, 
to which he was appointed by 
Doctor H. Adler, chief rabbi of the 
United Hebrew congregations of the 
British Umpire. Here he remained 
for three years, 1.X90 93. From here 
he received a call to Sacramento, 
California, in 1X93, and remained 
one year, when called to the pulpit 
of the historical congregation Beth 
Klohim, of Charleston, South Caro- 
lina. 

Dr. Kl/.as has been chaplain of the 
Actors' Church Alliance, having its 
headquarters in New York City. He. 
is a Mason, a menber of the Mystic 
Shrine, and of the Independent 
Order of B'nai Britli. He has held 
the position thrice illustrous master 
of Knoch Council, No. 1, A. F., aud 
A.M. and also that of deputy presi- 
dent of .Smith Carolina of the hide 
pendent Order of B'nai Brith. 

Dr. Klzas has for the past seven- 
teen years been a prolific and valued 
contributor to Jewish publications. 
His Historical researches in un- 
explored fields, notably the early 
history of the Jews in South Caro- 
lina, have given him a honored place 
among contemporary Jewish his- 
torians. Among his many ptiblica- 
I lie following may DC mention 
ed: "Judaism an 1 \ posit ion" ; 
' ' The Jews of South Carolina from 
the Earliest Times to the Present 
Day"; "Documents Relative to a 
led Settlement of Jews in South 
in 1748"; " Old Jewish 
" A Review of the 
Article ' Charleston' iu Voluu 
of the Jewish Encyclopedia' ' ; " The 



Elzas-Huhner Controversy"; "A 
History of the Congregation of Beth 
Klohim of Charleston, South Caro- 
lina, 1800- 18 10"; " A Century of 
Judaism in South Carolina" and 
1 ' Leaves from My Historical Scrap 
Book". * * * 

Dr. Klzas' s relaxation is literature 
and gardening. His motto is : 

" Men say I've failed ; I have not failed. 
If I've brought truth to men they'd not 

receive, 
"f is they have failed, not I. 

To the young he says: "Work for 
work's sake, irrespective of material 
gain or success. True success conies 
not as the result of ambition to grasp 
it. Material success may uever 
come, but faithful effort is in itself 
its own ample reward. The greatest 
blight on the American character 
to-day is the inordinate grasping 
after immediate results." Dr Klzas's 
biography has been published in the 
American Jewish Year Book (1903, 
p. 52,) in the Jewish Encyclopedia 
(Vol 5,) and also in Who's Who in 
America ? 

Dr. Klzas is thus in the prime of 
life. He is of medium heigh, has a 
fine carriage aud is of a mild and 
pleasant disposition. All who know 
him regard him as gentle loving and 
affectionate. From personal observa- 
tion, I count him as a man of high 
ideals. 

May his efforts on behalf of the 
deaf prosper, to the Glory of God 
and His afflicted children of Israel ! 
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We are just beginning to realize 
th it when 1 he tuiy is given a COMBS 
ill manual training, and thereby 
acquires a oertain training of the 
r)Hud, he is also given a coi respond- 
lull I raining of the mind. ll isn't the 
hand after all, that is lifting t rained. 
1 1 is I he mi 111 1 that controls the hand, 
and someway and somehow the mind 
of (1 i in who works with his hands 
takes on a tiller and stuidier nitre 
t hi 11 does th it of him who works 
Only with his brain. As human 
beings, we seem some way to be 
endowed with a certain amount of 
physical energy, the mental direc- 
tion of Whlc'h calls out the best that 
is in us, anil leaves us beings of 
propulsive power, able to do and 
Accomplish. 

In a peculiar way, not appro 
ciated by the inexperienced, the 
moral nature of one who has been 
given this Industrial training also 
takes on n firmer tone. When con- 
fronted by 8 moral problem, such 11 
one thinks arid judges and asserts 
with clearness, and persistence 

It is difficult for any one who has 
not worked with his bunds to ap 
predate this. Because of this the 
farmer boy has for generations led 
his city cousin in the performance 
of the world'sgreet tasks. The city 
cousin i now coming to his own, 
because of the injection of so called 
hand (mining into the city sohools. 

But that phase of Webster's defi- 
nition wherein he says that Culture 
is "civilization" is the one that ap- 
plies with greatest toiee to this 
discussion. Civilization or culture 
is thai condition ol mind which the 
individual or race develops by be 
Ing keenly alive to the necessities 
iiil and community life. It is 
that habit of mind by which Wt 
live with and among human kind, 
and implies that we shall live in 
among them in the best wnj — that 

is, with sympathies that are deep 

and broad and an understanding of 
human nature that is a clear guide 
in nil our human associations. It 

has been said that "half the rata- 

understandings of the world are 
brought about by some one's stupid 
incapacity to put himself iu the 
other man's place." I take it that 
civilization or culture is that con- 
dition of mind by which our syin- 
path tea lira so deepened and broad- 
ened that we can put ourselves in 
the other fellow's place ; that we 
can see things from another view- 
point tlisii our own. In some 
subtle way the industrial phase of 
oil! education, more than any other, 
contributes to this end 

There was a time when the study 

of Hebrew, and Latin, and Greek 
accomplished this Centurieeago 

the activities of the. world were 
diieeted toward the mine of great 
truths long buried iu the ancient 
miiintsctipis written in these 
tongues, and it was a great piece of 
work undertaken by our medieval 



schools to train up a body of men 
of accurate translation of these 
manuscripts. To put the world In 

touch with ancient thought and 
ideals was at that time a step toward 
culture and civilization. But there 
is no need of this now. Since Pope 
and Bryant wrote, 1 do not need to 
delve iii Qreek to be put in touch 
with these thoughts and ideals. Then 
the attention of the eultuied world 
was turned toward the past in an ef- 
fort to uncover and reveal all the 
past of human thought. To-day the 
culture of the world is turned to- 
ward the future in an effoit to un 
cover and reveal the impulse of 
human imaginings and aspirations. 
To-.day a man is woefully out of 
touch with the civilization of his 
time who thinks only in terms of 
the past. The eultuied man of to- 
day is he who is keenly sympathetic 
with his fellows because he is in 
their condition! t>ti ugirling and as- 
piring with them. That peculiar 
so-called refinement produced by 
schools of the past genera* tone, 

whose devotees sit behind shaded 
win 'owe and pore over the printed 
page, looking with somewhat of 
disdain upon the man that labors, is 
no longer refinement. I would call 
it " finickyness " This type exists 
in many parts of New England to 
day. There are people who can 
barely live by the clos. si economy 
and best management upon the at- 
tenuated income of an inherited 
pittance, and yet who have been 
refined into feeling that they can 
not and should not enter the great 
world of workers. Th > girls' finish- 
ing schools of two geneialions ago 
are responsible for much of this. 
But a change has been wrought 
even iii these schools, and now 
domestic science, music, and draw- 
ing take the place of French, philo- 
sophy, and Greek. I -will uo' say 
that we are moving toward a higher 
culture, although I believe that to 
be true, but we are certainly moving 
toward a different culture, which 
has as its goal human service and 
betterment, to be reached by a 
pathway paved with human sympa- 
thies. Thus the new culture has 
as its chief (dements love, where 
the old had as its chief element wit. 
The old idea was represented iu 
the type of the lather who said to 
the schoolmastci, " I want to send 
my boy to you in the hope that he 
may become educated, that he may 
never have to work as I have woi k 
ed " As ayonng high school prin- 
cipal, that sentiment was often ex- 
pressed to me A mother with 
hands hardened by toil, and heart 
softened by the same process, said, 
" I wantiny girl so taught that she 
Deed novel work as I have worked. " 
Anil so people Send their children to 

school to educate then out of labor. 
How all this has changed! To- 
day people of wealth, who could 
well keep thell sons and daughters 
in idleness, send (hem to industrial 
schools that they may learn how to 
work with their hands A Rocke- 
feller with ink-smeared fingers sits 
behind the desk, aud a Vanderbilt 
in overalls cleans locomotives. The 
ideal of today demands that we 
educate boys and girls into labor, 
not away from it, to the end that 
they may become true, cultured men 
ami women — men and women in 
touch with the civilization of their 
time, whose heaits are filled with 
sympathies so broad that they move 
in their various communities shed 
ding influences of helpfulness and 
inspiration to all with whom they 
come in contact. That is cultuie.

Dorothy Kerrin. a girl twenty-one 
years of age, since fourteen has 
been gradually losing her health 
and for over five years has been 
bedridden and unable even to stand. 
Five years ago she was sent to a 
sanatorium at Reading, but was 
discharged after nine months' treat 
ment, being no better than when 
she was admitted. Then she con 
tracted the measles and gastritis 
troubles and was admitted to St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital in which 
she remained for nine weeks. 

THE CASE CALLED " HOPELESS" 
After being refused admittance to 
a Nursing home and sent to the 
Home for Incurables she was 
brought home in an ambulance two 
years ago. Since that time she has 
been getting gradually worse. A 
fortnight ago she went blind and 
deaf. In this helpless condition 
she was atteuded a succession of 
twenty-eight doctors, all of whom 
pronounced the case hopeless. 

THK VISION DESCRIBED. 

Last Sunday night she suddenly 
recovered her sight and hearing, 
got out of bed, declared she was 
free from all pain and has since 
walked about the bouse, apparently 
in the best of health. She explains 
her miraculous cure as follows: "I 
saw a circle of fire," she says, "and 
it seemed to revolve around two 
hands. These two hands took bold 
of my hands and I felt them as 
warm, living hands. Then I heard 
a voice saying, 'Dorothy, your 
suffering is over; get up and walk. 
The hands theu took hold of my 
hands and made them touch my 
eyes and I fond myself sitting up in 
bed and able to see my mother aud 
father, who were standing in the 
room." 

This wonderful story is corrobo- 
rated by Dorothy's father and 
mother, by the neighbors and also 
by many highly qualified medical 
authorities.

The congregation of the parish of 
St. Matthew's Brixton, have been 
praying for her for years and are 
confident the angelic visit is Ihe re- 
sponse to their petition on her be- 
half. 

Dr. Forbes Wiuslow and other 
alienists agree that Miss Kerin had 
a hallucination in which she heard 
the words "thy sufferings aie over," 
and saw a great light, the hallucina- 
tion acting as an autosuggestion. 
The case therfore is not unique. 
Dr. Wiuslow says he knows of

The labor of making a pocket- 
knife is, as usual in every industry 

that is earned on by the aid of 
mnch machinery, is much divided. 
Each blade must go thro six H>pa- 
nile processe — first, forging ; leoood, 
laying on the "tangs." that part 
Which is inserted into the handle 
and through which the blade is 
riveted ; third, making or stamping 
with the named the manufacturer ; 
fourth, "choiling," or filling a de- 
pression in the neck of the blade 
between Ihe sharp edge and the 
heavier part or " tang; " fifth, tem- 
pering ; sixth, grinding. 

All this applies to the two orli- 
nary blades of a knife. Nail blades 
are subjected lo still another pro- 
cess — namely, tbe oat Hug of the 
file, which is a department of work 
in ilse'f. 

Should we inspect the material 
room ot a knife manufactory we 
should find heavy iron presses, 
which stamp out from sheet! of 
brass or iron the metal scales and 
lining. The bright tips on ihe end 
Of the knife, called M bolsters," 
are pressed out of German silver 
under another heavy weight, which 
does its work in one blow. Huge 
shears out from sheets of long strips 

that are afterward fashioned under 
a press into springs for Ihe hack of 
ihe knife. 

The rod of steel from which the 
blades are made is taken from the 

material room to tbe forge. Here 

one end is put into a bed of hot 
coals, the bellows are pumped, and 
the end is soon red 

The skilled forger then hammers 

the blades into shape upon his anvil, 
and so accurate >s his eye and so 
exact his hand that the blades do 
DOt deviate a hair's breadth from 
the little brass pattern that is be- 
fore him and to which each blade 
must correspond ex icily. 

The blade is nexl dipped in water 
and becomes as hard and brittle as 
glass. But Ihe edges are rough. 
It is neatly uniform iu thickness 
and is light gray in color. 

Again the forger's skill is brought 
into play iu tbe tempering. Lay- 
ing the blades 00 a copper plate 
over the fire, he walches them as 
they change their hue with the 

degree of heat, first to Straw color, 
then tO daiker straw and now to 
the dark purple which denotes that 
the proper degree Of heal has been 

obtained. They are plunged Into 
cold water as fast as Ihey reach 
Ibis point. 

If the blades were allowed to re- 
main longei over the (ire Ihe sleel 
would change to a light blue and 

become so sofl that Ihe blades could 

be bent easily. This is perhaps the 
moat Important process in tbe manu- 
facture. 

The blades are taken m-xt to the 
grinding room. The grinder must 
also depend upon the accuracy of 
his eyes aud the training of his 
hand, fot as he presses the blade on 
the rapidly revolving stone, turning 
it on both sides and grinding all, its 
edges, he prSOtleally finishes jt, 
through afterward, in Ihe culler's 
room, a higher finish is given it. 

From the "wheel room" the 
blades go lo Ihe cutlet's room, where 
they find the other parts of the knife 
anil where all Ihe parts him put lo 

get her. 

Each workman here is at work 
upon a particular lot Of knives, all 
of one pattern. Upon his work 
bench are Hie various pans Of the 
knives, prepared by Other hands 
the center scales that separate the 
hhldes, tbe outer brass scales of lin- 

tna:, with tbe German silver bolsters, 

Which have been secured to Ihe ends 

b> a heavy drop hammer, the wood, 

ivory or pen I scales, the springs 
anil the wire rivels. 

Each brass lining, willi lis cover 
iug is put In a vise, and holes are 
drilled in if for the rivets. A brass 
wire is thrust through ihe middle of 
the bandM toward the back. This 
secures Ihe spring and il is then 
broken off with nippers and headed 
down with a hammer. This holds 
the Male* and springs. Another 
rivet through the bolster secures 
one blade or two blades if the 
knife has mote than one blade 
hung at each end. 

The several parts are now put to- 
gether. The nexi process is "hafl- 
ing" or finishing the covets of Ihe 
handle which is done on a leather 
wheel coaled with glue and i-iuei y 
The rOUgh edees are rounded and 

smoothed, and then tbe knives are 

carefully examined to see if the 
cutter has done his work properly. 

If Ihe springs work easily and the 
blades close without striking, the 

knives are sent to the hlaHc polish- 
er. 

On a woollen wheel covered with 
fine leatbei tbe ordinary blades are 
given a polish called a "glaze 
finish. " Finer guides of knives 
are giv n a "crocus finish "—a 

mirror like surface on a leather 

wheel which rnvolves very slowly, 
in older thai Ihe blades shall not lie 

come heated and lose their temper,

The Bible is not a book. It is a 
library of sixty-six different books, 
written in its present form by forty 
or fifty different writers, but con- 
tributed to by many more Its 
curliest book — the Book of the 
Covenant, contained in the present 
Book of Exodus — was written ten 
or twelve centuries before Christ; 
Ihe Gospel of John, one of the 
latest, was written at the close of 
the first or beginning of the second 
century after Christ. Thus for not 
less than 1,000 or 1,200 years the 
library was in process of foimalion. 
Il contains al! that is best in the 
literature of an ancient people 
which has survived the wrecks of 
lime. In it are found history, 
biology, law, both political and 
ecclesiastical ; fiction, poetry, 
drama, political ethics, practical 
theology. Ait, music and science 
are conspicuously absent as is philo- 
sophy, except in the latter portion 
of the New Testament, where it is 
philosophy used for practical pur- 
poses ami applied to practical 
problems. 

To specify more in detail : Genesis 
conlains the prehistoric traditions 
of this people, rewritten by an un- 
known prophet, probably as an in- 
t rod notion to the collection ; the next 
four books are a collection of the 
laws of this people as they were 
gradually foiiued during a period 
of centuries ol iheir national life; 
the books of history which follow 
are complications from pre-existing 
materials, aud it is possible now to 
distinguish to some extent tbese 
materials — the difference between 
two chief sources of the compilation 
coming out clearly in the parallel 
but independent narratives of Kings 
and Chronicles. 

Job is what Prof. Genung has 
called it, an "epic of the Inner 
life," the Psalms are a collect ion of 
loligious hymns, some of which 
were used in the temple service, 
others in the synagogues, still 
others for private devotion; Pro- 
verbs and Ecclesinstes are books of 
ethical culture, which almost en- 
tirely ignore both the theological 
doctrines and the ecclesiastical insti- 
tutions of Ibe people; the Song of 
Songs is a love drama, one of the 
earliest as it is one of the most 
beautiful in the World's literature, 
and the prophetic books which 
follow our collections of addresses 
which may be compared to the 
political add i esses of the modern 
moral reformers and Ibe sermons of 
the modern practical pteachers. 

The new Testament contains foor 
hiograpbleaof Jesus of Nazareth, 
largely compiled from previous oral 
and documentary material; a history 
of the beggiuning of the apostolic 
churches; letters from evangelists 
to the infant churches and a book 
of d i earn literature wriiten to en- 
courage faith and hope in I he church 
in a period of bitter persecution. 
Hut they are all, from the first 
chapter of Genesis to tbe last 
eh.iipter of Revelation, records of 
human experience. They aro 
written not by amanuenses inscrib- 
ing at dictation something which 
they could not have learned except 
by miraculous information, but by 
men of like passions as we ourselves 
are, writing down what they have 
seen and felt, and writing it down 
that their leaders may see and feel 
ihe same life truths. The Bible is 
a library of characteristically human 
experiences. — The Ouilook.

■Z? a proposed to create a memorial 
tc the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
bo the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the Hi lent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to sea the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Churoh in used wholly tor 
the .deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty- five leet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will he used tor the social, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for "The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
